Our  farmer*  as  citizens  of  Canada  are  in'-resled  in  everylfiinR  that  will  promote 
the  general  welfare  of  the  nation.  The  f^lall.rm  adopted  by  the  Canadian  Council 
of  Agriculture  is  one  »/hich  we  believe  will  Ik-  lUst  as  fx?ncficial  to  the  people  of  the 
cities  and  towns  and  to  organized  labourern.  as  to  the  |)eople  on  the  farms  of  Canada 
I  he  farmers  hope  for  the  support  of  all  good  citizens  in  getting  their  Platform  enacted 
into  legislation.  The  Platform  has  been  endorsed  by  a  large  num!>er  of  our  l.ocai«. 
and  was  first  adopted  at  a  meeting  attended  by  the  Presidents  and  l.xeculive  C^lflrcrs 
of  the  Farmers'  Organizations  of  Ontario.  Manitoba.  .'Saskatchewan  and  Alberta, 
representing  over  60.()00  farmers.  The  fi>llowing  i*  a  brief  summary  of  mm  main 
provisions: 

1.  Free  Trade  with  Great  Dritain. 

2.  That    all     foodstuffs  and   agricultural   implements,   etc..    not    included   in    the 
Reciprocity  Agreement  with  the  United  States  be  placed  on  the  free  list 

3.  That  customs  tariffs  on  all  necessaries  of  life  be  reduced.

A  sharply  graduated  income  tax  upon  all  incomes  over  .t4.000  per  year. 
A  heavy  graduated   inheritance  tax  on  all  large  estates. 
A  graduated  income  lax  on  the  profits  of  corporations  over   10  per  cent. 
The  nationalization  of  all  railway,  telegraph,  and  express  companies. 
Direct  legislation,  including  the  initiative  and  referendum  and  the  right  of
